The strike so far has cost the 
airlines an estimated $300 mil­ 
lion in revenue losses. The 35.- 
400 strikers and another 30,000 
employes who were laid off 
have lost upwards of $60 million 
in wages.

Strikes And Economics 


It was inevitable and it seems to be now. 
The nation is facing the need for decision about 
what to do when the right to strike comes into conflict 
with the public interest. 


Tlie example in point is the current strike of 35,400 
members of the Tnternational Association of Machinists 
serving five of the nation’s major airlines. Tliey have 
r)een on atiike for more than a month and only one 
transcontinental airline is operating:. 


The jamup is enormous. Trans World Airlines, one 
of the struck lines, could find seats on other airlines 
for only 6,000 of the 16,000 persons who Imd l)ooked 
passajro with it from Europe to the United States last 
week. Many of the maroons in Euro»)p were in a b«d 
money pickle. TWA offe!*ed interest-free loans up to 
$100 to travelei*? stranded witliout money. The airline 
and our U.S. missions paid the cost of cabling home for 
cash. 


In the United States tlie jan) was iust as bad. but 
here—after a month—it didn’t find as many peoole 
sleeping in air terminals and honinir to get aboard a 
plane somehow, sometime, it settled down to avoiding 
trrvel. "iving up a cliance for business, a visit to mother 
and dad with tlie kids, a funeral trin. l>i\sperate travel­ 
ers tned for a bit of humor to save their sanity, said 
“I’ll Be Home For Christmas” was their theme song.

Business took a very i)ad walloping. Airplanes are 
tlie Xo. 1 commercial carriers of passengers today and 
most of the trunk airlines weren’t flying. 


President Johnson brought both sid^s togeth er and 
announced a settlement to the nation before it had been 
ratified by the machinists and they didn’t ratify i t : they 
rejected it 3 to 1, although it was an inflationary break 
in the President’s 3.2 per cent wage increase guideline. 
(He had nudged the airlines to boost the ante when the 
machinists wouldn’t settle for a package recommended 
by a presidential commission.) 


The unionists said a laborer for a Cleveland con­ 
struction firm earns $1.27 an hour while a federally li­ 
censed aircraft mechanic ^anth 20 yea»*s experience tliei’e 
is paid $0.52 an hour. The meclianics want 53 cents an 
hour increase over 3 years, an escalator and comnan.v- 
paid pensions. They had fallen behind in the pay boost 
parade, they said, and wanted to catch up in one jump.

So they shut down airline service at the peak of 
the summer season. Congress moved to pass an act or­ 
dering them back to work. It will almost certainly be 
bad legislation, passed to meet a condition which Con­ 
gress by earlier enactments created itself, and it will 
not solve the basic problem. This problem is that the 
ri'> \s of the public and the unions have not been de­ 
fined. 


It is now tlie accepted national policy tliat unions 
aie not subject to discipline for strik«* actions unless 
tliey create a dire thi'eat to national security or im­ 
mense national inconvenience. Unions can shut down 
tlie nation’s railroads, shipping, steel mills, metropoli­ 
tan newspapers, liospitals or airlines to enforce their 
demands for more pay. 


President Johnson did no more after failure of his 
intervention. The Detroit Free Press said editorially:

Our national labor policy has bi'ouglit us to this 
pass. The Wagner Tjibor .Act was passed to bring some 
order to lal)or bargaining and under it the number of 
strikes annually tripled. The act was amended and the 
President now has power to impose cooling-off periods 
in certain strategic indu.stries. It is now proposed by 
Congress that he be given such powers in the airline 
Industry. 


But these are only palliatives and evasions and they 
do not get at the heart of the matter, whicli is the ques­ 
tion whether any labor gioup can irr:*!» the eeoponiy by 
the jugular to enforce its demands.

Dixon said the company foiled 
to establish that the discrimina­ 
tion was Justified or otherwise 
granted in good faith to meet the 
equally low prices of a competi­ 
tor. 


"Not only has respondent (Na­ 
tional Dairy) failed to make this 
showing," Dixon wrote, “but the 
evidence clearly and convincing­ 
ly discloses that the wholesale 
list prices of certain of these 
competitors were higher than 
respondent’s.”
